From The President

whelming. It will indeed be. difficult to match the 
sterling performance of my predecessor Mr, Charles 
W.. Schoeneman, who has provided the leadership to 
bring new vitality and interest to the Association’s 
meetings. No longer areour monthly sessions devoted 
to lengthy and often unrewarding discussions of local 
zoning, licensing and police problems. Now in brief 
business sessions preceding the appearance ofa guest 
speaker, we have managed to determine the consensus 
- of the Association’s opinion on various local matters, 
and to decide upon a course of action. 
The roster of guest speakers who have discussed 
with us the current urgent problems of the community 


and the nation would reflect credit. on any citizens 
group in Washington. Meeting attendance has risen, 
reflecting the interest generated by this new and stimu- 
lating program. 

It is to be hoped that we can continue in this pat- 
tern during the coming year. The pressing problems- 
of the community, crime, transportation, home rule, 
etc. are still with us. If we fail to inform ourselves 
about them or to express our views concerning them 
we are failing to meet the commitments of citizenship. _

have aninteresting and challenging program, increased 
membership and greater influence in the affairs of our 
Nation’s Capital.
